I realized that ‘t was « 
hold up. I tried to hand over the 
money, but my finger was caught 
in the band. Before I could loosen 
it the man shot me.

Finger of His Pitching Hand.

Witi the Brcoklyn club reeling under the force of yesterday’s 


crushing defeat, the Cardinals this afternoon expect no great diffi- 
culty in winn'ng the second game of the series. 


Bill Sherdel is sched- 


uled to pitch for Hornsby and Burleigh Grimes, veteran spitball pitch- 
er is ready to work for Wilbur Robinson. 


Little Willie Sherdel has been 
pitching great ball for the Cards, 
and it looks like a bad day for the 
batters, 

The home club has a great ad- 
vantage, for Brooklyn yesterday 
suffered one of the most distateful 
drubbings it has received all year. 
The team’s star pitcher, considered 
by many the greatest pitcher in, 
major league baseball, was pound- 
ed off the pitching mound and the 
Robins, at one moment riding mer- 
rily on the crest of a winning wave, 
were i nthe next swamped under a 
deluge of Cardinal hits and runs, 
L'ians Seven Men in Seven Innings. 

“Dazzy"’ Vance, at his very best, 
was beaten; and if that doesn’t 
shake the morale of Robby’s 
Brooklyn club nothing can. If the 
Cardinals were good enough to 
drive Vance out of the box after he 
has fanned seven men in seven in- 
nings, why can they not beat any 
pitcher Robby sends against them? 

Vance’s own explanation of his 
astonishing tumble from _ great 
pitching heights to the depths of 
defeat in the space of one inning, 
is that a blister, raised on the tip 
of the middle finger of his right 
hand, hurt his effectiveness. This 
blister began to form in the early 
innings and in the seventh inning 
it broke, the top layer of skin 
peeling off. 

The rawness of his broken blis- 
ter made it impossible for him to 
grip the ball tight, Vance ex- 
plained, and resulted in his streak 
of wildness. 

Pitching Fingers Usually Callous. 

Most pitchers have a small cal- 
lus on the finger tip just where 
this blister formed. It is caused 
by friction from the rough edge of 
the stitches as the ball is whipped 
from the fingers. 

Vance last night departed for 
his home in Hastings, Neb., for a 
brief visit and rest. He will prob- 


ably rejoin his club in three or 
four days. 
Vance yesterday was so ‘‘fast”’ 


that his favorite catcher, Hank De- 
berry, had great difficulty hanging 
onto the ball. He was not alone 
fast. He had perfect control. His 
curve was baffling. Over the course 
of seven innings, Vance struck out 
seven men, including Hornsby, Bot- 
tomley, Mueller, Bell, Warwick 
and Reinhart. In that same period 
of activity he faced 27 batters and 
to all 27 combined he pitched only 
21 called balls. Everything else 
was a strike. In other words, he 
averaged less than one called ball 
to each batter for seven innings. A 
lot of them didn't get one ball. He 
fanned Mueller and Warwick on 
three pitches each and he fanned 
Hornsby, Bottomley, Reinhart and 
(for the second time), each on four 
pitched balls. 


Cards Themselves Surprised. 


In the fact of this irresistible 
force, the Cardinals kept their 
heads up and hoped for a break. 
It came, perhaps to the surprise of 
the Cardinal players, certainly to 
the astonishment of the spectators. 
Vance blew up completely in the 
eighth inning and the Cards chased 
in seven runs to win the ball game. 

The fact that seven runs were 
sufficient to win the fame was due 
to the steadiness of Arthur Rein-

—TRAINER WOLFE. 


Preperation Consisted of Sit- 
ting About Playing Ukulele 


Wolffe Says. 
By the Associated Press. 
BRIGHTON, England, Sept. 19. 
—Jabez Wolffe, trainer of Miss 


Gertrude Ederle, today denied her 
allegations that she was taken fron 
the water during her recent at- 
tempt to swim the English Channel 
when she was still able to go on 
with her effort. 


“At the sixth hour of the swim,’ 
he said, ‘‘Miss Ederle complained 
of a cramp, and I begged her to 
carry on a little longer to see if she 
would recover from it. At the 
.eighth hour she was suffering in- 
tense agony, purely owirg to the 
lack of condition. After eight hours 
and 45 minutes she collapsed. 

Used Life-Saving Apparatus. 

“I gave no instructions for He!my 

(the Egyptian swimmer) to touch 
her, but from the humane point of 
view, as there was a risk of her 
being drowned, Helmy went to her 
aid. I was standing by on a smi’ 
boat and immediatley got to ier 
and put the life-saving apparatus 
on her, as she was unconscious. 
“Her statements are quite untrue. 
I take it her story was meant to 
cover her noncomplHance with my 
repeated efforts to get her to the 
train. It was evident both to th: 
French and English observers tht 
her training consisted mainly of 
sitting about and playing the 
ukulele. 
“One has only to observe the pic- 
tures of her collapse in the waters 
to see that she was incapable of 
making any further effort. Hand- 
ley, ‘Miss Ederle’s coach, was not 
present and Miss Viets. her atten- 
dant, was on a tug about 80 yards. 
away at the time of the collapse 
and therefore not in a position to 
judge of Miss Ederle's condition. 

Can Succeed I¢ She Trains. 

“I am of the opinion that had 
Miss Ederle followed my instruc- 
tions and not been interfered with 
by her coach and other advisers, 
she would have succeeded in swim- 
ming the channel. 

“IT ‘still think she is capable of do- 
ing so, if she is provncirly trained.” 


On her arrival in New York Fri- 
day, Miss Ederle asserted that she 
would have kept on sw'mming and 
that there wes no truth in the story 
that she collapsed. She added that 
Helmy was swimming with her and 
that she was going strong when 
Wolffe suddenly shouted: 

“Grab her!” 
“Of course,” 
soon as Helmy 
disqualified.” 
Miss Ederle declared that she did 
not know whether she would have 
gotten across the channel, but as- 
serted again she could have gone 
farther. She said she felt sure she 
could accomplish the feat in anoth- 
er try and under fair weather con- 
ditions.

be coerced or coddled, but treated with that respect 
which ig due to grown men and women, with minds 
of their own, and rights inalienable, not to be taken 
away by powerful minorities, or even majorities. 

The Post-Dispatch has never manifested any preju- 
dice against preachers of any creed or denomination. 
In so far as they are true to their vocation—never 
so ably set forth as in Goldsmith's “Deserted Vil- 
lage”"—not trying to control politics for religious 
ends, respecting individual liberty and persuading 
rather than driving, the public-spirited press is with 
them whole-heartedly. 

But when they form powerful political organiza- 
tions, handling huge sums of money without account- 
ing, for the purpose of making the State their tool 
to impose their collective will on a free people—at 
that point the press, or that part of it which has the 
public interest at heart, must part company with the

But 
neither ought to invade the field of politics for the 
purpose of imposing its will on the people through 
legislation touching individual rights.
